Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant's Representative, Edward Radio indicated the differences 
between the claimed invention as amended in a formal amendment filed on 7/31/2006 and the prior art. The 
differences were that although Shear discloses signed executable components, the components were not browser 
executable components and the order of the steps in the claimed invention was not the same. Examiner clarified that 
Shear suggested applet as executable components in column 2 and suggested executables performed by Internet 
browser appliances, as an example of appliances, column 16, lines 1-2. Examiner suggested that the claims should be 
further amended to differentiate the order of steps as being patentably distinct from the prior art and to expressly claim 
that a second signature is applied to the executable component itself as discussed in the interview and disclosed in 
applicant's specification page 10. No agreement was reached. Further search and consideration will be conducted by 
the Examiner upon receiving a formal supplemental amendment by Applicant.
